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THE CHALLENGE OF THE CAP CHAPLAINCY 


Have you ever considered serving as a Civil Air 
Patrol chaplain? Here is your opportunity to be 
of greater service to the youth of your community. 
The rewards are immense. 

The Civil Air Patrol is a federally chartered, volun- 
teer organization and an auxiliary of the United 
States Air Force. The organization has fifty-two 
wings, one for each state and territory, which are 
further broken down into groups and/or squadrons. 
There is more than likely a squadron in your town. 

The CAP chaplain has a spiritual ministry to 
young people, both boys and girls, between the 
ages of fourteen and eighteen, who are CAP cadets, 
as well as to senior members (Eighteen years and 
over) of the CAP. 

What are the requirements for service as a CAP 
chaplain? All applicants must: 

1. Be engaged full time in the active ministry. 

2. Be a duly ordained clergyman. 

3. Have a minimum of four years college and 
three years seminary training. In truly ex- 
ceptional cases a waiver may be granted to 
some portion of this educational requirement. 

There is no age limit for chaplains in the Civil 
Air Patrol. 

What is the initial action in making application 

for the CAP chaplaincy? 

1. Contact your local unit to inquire as to the 
present need for a chaplain. 

2. Write to your denominational endorsing agency 
requesting approval to serve as a CAP chaplain. 
Prepare this request in two copies; send the 
original to ay A endorsing agency and the 
duplicate copy ti 
National Air Chaplain, Headquarters CAP 
Ellington Air Force Base, Texas 

. When the National Air Chaplain receives your 
endorsement from your endorsing agency, you 
will then be given further application instruc- 
tions. 

Evangelical pastors, here is your opportunity to 
further your ministry of bringing Christ to your 
community. Over 800 CAP chaplains are presently 
needed to fill vacancies in these 52 units. Let us 
take up the challenge of the Civil Air Patrol chap- 
laincy.

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THE DOOR 


NE OF THE MOST impres- 
O sive doors I have ever seen 

is in the Tower of London, 
an ancient fortress constructed by 
William the Conqueror between 
1078 and 1100 A.D. Twelve years 
after William began the conquest 
of England and he found the citi- 
zens of London still hostile toward 
him and his Norman army, so he 
built the imposing fortress in order 
to overawe the Londoners as well 
as to protect the city and the land 
from enemy invasion. 

William put only one door in the 
stone fortress, and that a con- 
siderable distance above the 
ground. Actually, it was above the 
water, for the River Thames 
pressed at that time against the 
base of the huge structure. Only at 
high tide was the water high 
enough that a person in a boat 
could reach the door. This meant 
that no one could enter it except 
at the brief period of high tide 
each day. The castle was there- 
fore invulnerable to any surprise 
attack. This single door of the 
“Norman Keep” insured the safety 
of all those inside, and for over 
eight and a half centuries the 
fortress has stood as a sentry on 
the River Thames. 

The preservation of the kingdom 
and of the many souls it repre- 
sented depended upon the situa- 
tion of that door. 

Another door that has stood as 
a bulwark against harm for those 
it protects is referred to in John 


@ where Jesus says, “I am the 


door: by me, if any man enter in, 
he shall be saved. .. .” No power 
is able to harm those who are in 
Christ until it has first confront- 
ed Him. It follows, of course, that 
none can ever subdue Him, and 
can therefore never harm those 
whom He protects. 

But doors mean much more than 
protection; Christ as our door is 
far more than that. A door is an 
entrance way, not merely a stop 
gate. Continuing the verse that I 
have already quoted, Jesus said 
that those who enter the door 
“shall go in and out, and find 
pasture.” When we come in by the 
door that is Christ, we do not enter 
a dark and gloomy walled fortress, 
but, instead, we enter into the 
realm of His glory, and then press 
on out into the green pastures of 
His blessings. He is therefore our 
entrance, our protection, and our 
provider. All who will enter that 
door shall be saved, and shall be 
forever blessed and kept by His 
grace and His power.

pressed in one word: SOULS! 

What good is Sunday School, or why even 
have Sunday School, if those on the Sunday School 
staff do not care, above everything else, for the souls 
of those who attend Sunday School and of those whom 
God has entrusted to their care? 

The time has come for us to again consider the pur- 
pose of Sunday School. What is the reason for having 
Sunday School? Has it just become a Sunday morning 
routine for many churches? 

Do our Sunday Schools stimulate people in their 
study of God’s Word? Do they provide the evangelistic 
appeal for people to seek God like they should? Do 
they offer the guidance that so many people, especially 
our children and youth, need? Do they provide the 
best teaching talent the church has and can provide 
through training? 

In some churches there is little or no excitement 
about Sunday School. Many people attend Sunday 
after Sunday without “feeling” the Sunday School 
and without having been really “touched” by it. 
Through faithfulness they return Sunday after Sun- 
day, but many of them never receive the Sunday 
School challenge to reach others for the Sunday School. 

The two basic objectives of Sunday School are (1) to 
win the lost to Christ and (2) to teach the Word of 
God. These are the main reasons WHY we have Sun- 
day School. 

If the lost are not being won to Christ through 
your Sunday School, then the question needs be asked: 
“Why are you having Sunday School?” The wonderful 
fact remains that many people have accepted Christ 
in a Sunday School classroom, and many are still ac- 
cepting Him there. But many more born-again experi- 
ences should be taking place in our Sunday Schools 
than what are. What a joy it was to note the fine 
number of conversions reported in the recent “Search 
for the Unchurched” Sunday School Enlargement 
Campaign. “Decision Day” in the Sunday School need 
not be a special day of the year for people to accept 
Christ. Decision day can be any and every Sunday of 
the year. 

Great responsibility for winning the lost to Christ 
in the Sunday School rests upon the teachers. For a 
teacher to take an unconcerned attitude towards win- 
ning the unsaved in his class to Christ would be 
comparable to the pastor’s being unconcerned about 
the unsaved people who attend his church.

blessed with a golden opportunity to be real soul- 
winners. The Sunday School teacher who thinks of his 
responsibility only in terms of teaching a lesson for 
approximately one-half hour on Sunday morning is 
minus the real concept of Sunday School teaching. 
Certainly part of his responsibility is to be a soul- 
winner, and until he is aware of this, he cannot be a 
real Sunday School teacher. 


The second basic WHY of Sunday School is to teach 
the Word. Again we must ask the question: “Why 
have Sunday School if the the Bible is not really being 
taught?” The reply to the question may be: “But we 
are teaching the Bible every Sunday in Sunday 
School.” Teaching is teaching only when learning 
takes place. Are our Sunday School students really 
learning the Word of God in Sunday School? Many 
are, but perhaps we are also forced to say that many 
are not. What is wrong when students attend Sunday 
School all of their lives and yet have such a limited 
knowledge of the Bible when they reach adulthood? 
To fulfill this basic purpose of Sunday School, we 
must be certain that our Sunday Schools are meeting 
this requirement and that our teachers are success- 
fully teaching the Word of God. 


The responsibility of the “WHY” of Sunday School, 
however, is not just limited to the Sunday School 
staff. The entire church congregation, to be pleasing 
to God, must appreciate and be a part of this area of 
church work. If Sunday School is so unimportant that 
some people can miss it and only come to church in 
time for morning worship, then why have Sunday 
School? Would not the mid-week prayer service, the 
youth service, and the Sunday night evangelistic serv- 
ice suffice in fulfilling our obligation to God? The 
answer, of course, is a definite NO. No other church 
service can take the place of the Sunday School—the 
teaching function of the church—and those who neg- 
lect attending Sunday School or who neglect attending 
regularly are really neglecting their own spiritual wel- 
fare and spiritual growth. 


Sunday School is also the convenient means of win- 
ning unchurched people in your community to your 
church. What invitation is more appealing and more 
likely to be accepted than the invitation to attend 
Sunday School? Once people form the habit of attend- 
ing Sunday School, it is then easier to interest them 
in attending the other services of the church. 

Yes, there are many reasons WHY we should have 
Sunday School and WHY we should have good Sunday 
Schools.

The Christian worker with divine strength plus 
training and know-how has extra confidence and cour- 
age to stand up to his task. His personality radiates 
with Christian assurance. He is strengthened by divine 
energy and prepared through training to meet the 
challenge. 

Training edifies the teaching ministry of the church. 
Organization and administration may be efficient, but 
the progress and results of the Sunday School will be 
determined by how effective the Word is taught.

BE A BIBLE SCHOOL! 


The Bible is the textbook used in the Sunday School. 
Good lesson helps are of great value, and care should 
be taken to provide the best helps possible, but they 
should not be allowed in any measure to minimize 





The Bible furnishes ample precedent for a personal- 
ized and persistent visitation program in every Sun- 
day School. Out of forty converts mentioned in the 
New Testament, thirty-four were won to Christ through 
the influence of a personal contact. Not only do we 
find an authoritative example in the early Church, 
but we are confronted with numerous successful Sun- 
day Schools that have been strengthened and enlarged 
through the personal ministry of visitation. 

The best visitation results are produced by a syste- 
matic effort; however, it is evident that even spas- 
modic ventures in visitation have proved to be of 
great value. Visitation evangelism nurtures friendli- 
ness for the church, opens new doors to the gospel, 
enlists prospects for the Sunday School, attaches visi- 
tors, returns absentees, and inspires faithfulness. Any 
effort in visitation is a valued asset. 

Participation increases inspiration for the total op- 
eration. Visitation furnishes the Sunday School staff 
with a new fervor for New Testament evangelism. An 
all important fact becomes clear—retaining a scholar

the teachers’ and pupils’ usage of the Bible. The Bible 
should be brought and used. 

“From a child thou hast known the holy scriptures, 
which are able to make thee wise unto salvation 
through faith which is in Christ Jesus” (2 Timothy

do for the lost pupils in the Sunday School (positively 
an evangelistic agency), if they are led to study it.

The persons employed on Sunday 
are “shut-out” of both Sunday School and the other 
Sunday services. Certainly they need a visit from a 
personal worker! 

It offers the opportunity to serve. The worker will 
find himself in homes where not only the gospel is 
needed but many times it may be food, clothing, or 
some other need. Practical Christianity rings a loud 
testimony! 

The motive or root reasons for any action are al- 
ways the determining factor. There are at least two 
basic reasons why every Sunday School should have 
an Extension Department: 
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Ten thousand villages in America without a church 
let me know that the harvest is overripe for branch 
Sunday School work. 

While scientists are placing the stars and stripes 
and the hammer and sickle on the moon and other 
planets of space, may the Church of God be planting 
the blood-stained banner of Jesus Christ in every 
community where we do not have a church or Sunday 
School. 

In the next thirteen years Russia says that the 
United States will have a communistic form of gov- 
ernment.

The “Why” of Sunday School Records

Why Sunday School records? Records give direction 
to the Sunday School, measure it and provide a means 
to attain its goal to reach, teach, and train for service. 
They indicate what the Sunday School has been doing, 
what it is now doing, and what it plans for the future. 
Sunday School records reveal stewardship of pupil, 
effectiveness of teacher, and progress of the Sunday 
School. 

Sunday School records reveal a general knowledge 
of pupils’ status and accomplishments. The six-point 
record system indicates the success in the pupils’ 
practice of the following character building habits:

class as a whole. Through a study of these records, 
teachers will learn the effectiveness of their work in 
soul-winning, enlistment of members, inspiration to 
leave class to serve elsewhere, changed habits, and 
stewardship education. Records will reveal whether 
the class is properly graded for good teaching. 

Sunday School records supply information necessary 
for Sunday School enlargement. Basically there are on- 
ly two ways to grow—to reach the unreached and to 
hold the unheld. Information received from communi- 
ty census records and prospect records otherwise re- 
ceived are invaluable to locate and reach the un- 
reached. Records reveal the absentees or unheld for 
follow-up workers to contact. 

Good records and good Sunday Schools are related. 
However, it should be pointed out that Sunday School 
records will be of little value unless they are studied 
and used properly. Records are people, members are 
souls. 
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Vacation Bible School challenges the church with a 
golden opportunity to reach its youth for Christ. Our 
Christian responsibility and privilege is to win souls 
to Christ. Winning youth includes both nurture and 
evangelism. Because of the nature of its program, the 
Spirit of God has better opportunity to speak to these 
young hearts. He may speak through the lesson, mem- 
ory work, handwork, or worship time. Every activity 
of Vacation Bible School is intended to lead the pupil 
to a personal relationship with Christ. Not only may 
the student be brought to his acceptance of Christ 
but he is given guidance in Christian living. 

Through the ministry of Vacation Bible School not 
only the boys and girls of our Sunday School and 
church may study the Word of God, but those from 
unchurched homes of the community may learn its 
truths as well.
